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Applicant's election of hydrosoluble active and acid stabilizer in Paper No. 10 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point oufttje any 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without 
traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 13, 16-17, 19-21, 23, 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Dimetriu et al 706 teach hydrogels comprising Chitosan and Xanthan

containing drugs or proteins (claim 1). Hydrophilic compounds such as enzymes (claim 
4) are specified. Dried gels are disclosed (column 6, lines 4-5) Applicants' intended 
use is not considered a patentable limitation during prosecution before this agency. 

As to the claimed stabilizer, Dimetriu et al 706 teaches stability of Chitosan in a 
pH range 6-8. Thus, it would be an obvious expedient to add an acid buffer to the 
composition of Dimitriu et al. 706 to stabilize the chitosan of the gel. As to the claimed 
acids, the examiner takes Judicial notice under MPEP 2144.03 that phosphoric acid is a 
pH 7, Buffer. 

Claims 13, 16-17, 19-21, 23, 25 are rejected. 

Claim 14 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
